Streetscape 
eyed for new 
‘downtown’ 

Shared parking, wider walks, 
bike lanes in proposed design

Walnut Street Extension’s new look is tak¬ 
ing shape — and getting mixed reviews. 

The Pioneer Valley Planning Commission 
unveiled a streetscape design concept on Feb. 
20 for the commercial properties near the inter¬ 
section of Main, Springfield and Suffield streets, 
which town officials hope to transform into a 
downtown-style shopping district. The proposal 
would redefine the neighborhood with inviting 
sidewalks, a “pocket park,” bike lanes, shared 
on-street parking and a gateway arch. 

What it doesn’t include is a solution for the 
current defining element of the Walnut Street 
Extension landscape — the abandoned, con¬ 
taminated and deteriorating Games and Lanes 
property. 

“I honestly don’t think this design will help 
anything,” said Rene O’Keefe, owner of Hair 
8c Co. at 381 Walnut Street Ext. “I think the 
real problem is the eyesore across the street, 
Games and Lanes. It needs to be cleaned up so 
that people will want to come to this area. ... 
What is the point of beautifying the area and 
the parking if this eyesore is still going to be 
here?”

F ascinated by the moon, 6-year old 
Sarah Kriebel turned her interest 
into a science project. 

The first grader at Granger Elemen¬ 
tary School was one of 53 kindergarten 
to grade 4 students who showed off their 


interest in a variety of science topics at 
the school’s annual science and engi¬ 
neering fair. Projects filled the school’s 
gym on the evening of March 5 as stu¬ 
dents eagerly showed off their work to 
parents, friends, and classmates. 

Projects ranged from fairly simple 
display boards to elaborate working 
displays about a science or engineering 


topic. The projects become more chal¬ 
lenging with each higher grade level. 

Kindergarteners used labeled or 
cross-section diagrams, first and second 
graders organized collections or photo¬ 
graphs of natural objects or made models 
to provide information. Third and fourth

SPRINGFIELD — Rosie Robot¬ 
ics didn’t win the tournament, 
but the Agawam team did win 
two judges’ awards and finish in 
the top half of teams at a regional 
robotics tournament last week¬ 
end.

Evan Baird loved helping children. Her 
dream was a career in which she could help 
as many children as possible. 

Her life was tragically cut short before 
she could fulfill that aspiration. But Evan’s 
dream still lives on through her family. 
They recently presented the Agawam Early 
Childhood Center with two iPads valued 
at $500 each in Evan’s memory. An identi¬ 
cal iPad will also be donated to Granger 
Elementary School teacher Susan Nowell, 
Evan’s third-grade teacher. 

These donations are the most recent 
ones the Baird family — parents Barbara 
and Todd, brother Elijah, and sister Leisl 
— has made through the EwGirl Founda¬ 
tion. The foundation was created to honor 
Evan Baird after she was killed in a car 
crash near Boston in May 2013. 

The mission of the EwGirl Foundation 
(“EwGirl” was Evan’s Twitter username) is 
to “generate smiles and happiness” by con¬ 
tinuing many of the things that Evan was 
in interested in and excited about doing. 
Her passions included nursing, specifi¬ 
cally neonatal intensive care units (NCIUs), 
pediatrics and maternity, as well as early 
childhood education and cheerleading. 

At the time of her death, Evan was at¬ 
tending Curry College in Milton, Mass., 
and planning to become a NICU nurse. She 
had worked at the college’s early childhood 
center — which was also the beneficiary of 
several iPads from the foundation — but 
the Bairds also wanted to do something in 
Evans hometown to honor her. 

“Since our children loved going to 
the Agawam Early Childhood Center, we 
thought it would be a very appropriate do¬ 
nation,” said Barbara Baird as she and her 
son Elijah, a junior at AHS, delivered the 
iPads to the center last week. She added 
that some of Evan’s teachers are still at the 
ECC. 

Robin Fernandes, the center’s director, 
called the iPads “a wonderful surprise.” She 
said the new iPads — both pink, Evan’s fa¬ 
vorite color — will support the use of tech¬ 
nology by children in the center’s program 
and will supplement its curriculum. 

“We include apps that may support in¬ 
teractive, turn-taking play, and support 
language or readiness skills, such as vo¬ 
cabulary building, letter recognition, math 
skills, etc.,” said Fernandes. 

“With the newer iPads, which also have 
cameras, we can get the latest apps. Our 
students love taking pictures and then de¬ 
veloping stories about the pictures. This is 
a valuable literacy activity which develops 
oral language and vocabulary,” she added. 


Evan’s love for children 

Evan began elementary school at a pa¬ 
rochial school in East Longmeadow, but 
she transferred to Agawam at the start of 
third grade. 


“Mrs. Nowell provided such a smooth 
transition for Evan — she was one of her 
favorite teachers,” said Evan’s mother. “We 
couldn’t have asked for a more loving, car¬ 
ing, and perfect teacher for our daughter.” 

The Bairds said the iPad donations are 


a way for them to show their appreciation 
for these schools and teachers who were “a 
loving and instrumental influence” in Ev¬ 
an’s life. As the oldest of three children and 
the oldest of her cousins on her mother’s 
side, Evan always loved kids and mothering 
everyone else, explained Barbara Baird. 

“She loved the children she babysat — 
and she wanted to continue her love of chil¬ 
dren by becoming a NICU nurse. We just 
know Evan would be smiling that amazing 
smile of hers at the thought of what her 
foundation is doing.” 

Almost $50K raised 

Since its founding less than two years 
ago, the EwGirl Foundation has raised 
nearly $50,000 through donations, Red Sox 
bus trips, a golf tournament and numer¬ 
ous individual fundraisers put on by Curry 
College cheerleaders as well as many local 
individuals and organizations. 

In January 2014, the foundation pur¬ 
chased six webcams for the Davis NICU at 
Baystate Children’s Hospital in Springfield 
in honor of Evan. According to Todd Baird, 
the foundation is working to get additional 
webcams installed at the Davis NICU and 
at NICUs at other hospitals. 

“Evan was born at Baystate, which is 
one of the reasons why they are the first 
recipients of the webcams,” said Barbara 
Baird. “We also found out one week after 
her passing that Evan got an internship job 
at Baystate in their NICU department.” 

Also in 2014, the foundation donated 
iPads to the Perry Lane Summer Camp in 
Agawam, where Evan worked for many 
years. 

“The camp and instructors were very 
special to her,” said Evan’s mother. “Perry 
Lane donated the proceeds from their 
penny carnival to the foundation and wore 
pink tie-dyed shirts in Evan’s honor.” 

The Bairds said it “truly is amazing” that 
the town continues to honor Evan in many 
ways, from donations and fundraisers to 
“loving support and open arms.” They add¬ 
ed that they cannot begin to express their 
gratitude for this emotional and financial 
support. 

“These iPad donations to the ECC and 
Mrs. Nowell, are one little way of giving 
back. You can be sure we will continue to 
pay it forward in the future,” said Barbara 
Baird. 

She said that every pink sunset reminds 
many people of her daughter. “That’s truly 
heartwarming. Honoring Evan’s memory is 
our mission — and sustains us during the 
difficult days we will continue to have.”

OUR VIEW 

It’s a great day 
for the Irish 

W hen “everyone’s Irish for a day” next Tues¬ 
day, almost a quarter of Agawam won’t 
notice the change. 

That’s because Agawam is 22 percent Irish, ac¬ 
cording to Census Bureau figures. That’s only slight¬ 
ly lower than Massachusetts as a whole, and Mas¬ 
sachusetts is the most Irish state in the country. 
Agawam is more Irish than anything else — if the 
federal government can be believed, the sons and 
daughters of Erin outnumber all other ethnicities. 

If that’s a surprise, it’s only because Irish-Ameri- 
cans, when they’re not outfitted with a knit sweater, 
green socks, scally cap and shillelagh, don’t exactly 
stick out from a crowd. Irish culture and Irish immi¬ 
grants have become so thoroughly American that it’s 
easy to forget that they were once as feared, scorned 
and vilified as any other ethnic minority. 

Our nation’s founding culture — British Protes¬ 
tants — was no kinder to the Catholic Irish immi¬ 
grants of the 19th century than the British were to 
the Irish on their own home soil. Long before Amer¬ 
ica’s nativists feared Muslims, or Jews, or Hispanics, 
or Asians, they campaigned against the Irish. The 
Irish faced bigotry in society, ridicule in popular cul¬ 
ture, outright discrimination in the workplace. 

Yet the Irish — like many waves of immigrants 
from all corners of the world who followed them 
— persevered. They and their coreligionists built a 
stellar network of schools and colleges so that the 
second generation of Irish-Americans could ad¬ 
vance beyond being bricklayers and canal-diggers. 
They organized into a political force that captured 
city halls, state capitols and, eventually, the White 
House. They added their brand of wit, irony and 
dark humor to the national language. They became 
American — and America became, at least in part, 
them. 

Down through the decades, the holiday of their 
patron saint, St. Patrick’s Day, became first a mi¬ 
nority’s statement of identity, then a community’s 
showcase of accomplishment, then a true national 
holiday where everybody participates. 

It’s fashionable among killjoys to say that we’ve 
bleached all the true Irishness out of this holiday, 
to note that the Irish in Ireland didn’t traditionally 
have secular parades on St. Patrick’s Day, dress up 
like leprechauns and consider corned beef and cab¬ 
bage to be high cuisine for a banquet. 

Well, St. Patrick’s Day in America is an American 
holiday — a day to celebrate the unique Irish Ameri¬ 
can experience. Or perhaps it’s a day to celebrate 
something not so unique, in a nation built by im¬ 
migrants, combining a world’s worth of foods, faiths 
and traditions into one culture. 

The Irish experience has been a model for other 
immigrant and ethnic groups. Italian-Americans 
followed a similar progression from discrimination 
to inclusion; Asian-Americans and Hispanic Ameri¬ 
cans, to name but two broad groupings, are well 
along a version of this path today. They have a lot to 
celebrate on March 17, too. 

Something to think about while standing on a 
curb in Holyoke (incidentally, only 14 percent Irish 
these days), watching for the Agawam St. Patrick’s 
Day float and Colleen Court.

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ZBA partially upholds truck no-parking order

The ZBA overturned one-third of an order prohibiting 
truck parking at certain properties on Main Street, though 
the zoning code may prohibit the practice throughout 
town. 

In a meeting that largely revisited site plan hearings 
from late 2013, the Zoning Board of Appeals on March 9 
said that Mushy’s Golf Center LLC is not allowed to park 
trucks overnight at 385-389 Main St. But the board also 
ruled that because the 2013 site plan did not affect 369 
Main St., a subsequent cease-and-desist order, issued by 
the building inspector, should not apply to the third prop- 
erty. 

Several neighbors complained that they cannot sleep 
through the night because truck-related activity is so noisy. 
One neighbor, Richard Melloni of Greenock Street, went 
further. 

“It’s bad. It looks terrible. It’s dangerous. All the crimes 
started when the trucks started parking over there,” he 
said. Criminals preying upon the neighborhood “can hide 
between the trucks.” 

Mushy’s principals Dana Hammett and Steve Zicolella, 
and attorney Mark Beglane of the Springfield firm Bacon 


Wilson, represented the property owner. Also, appearing 
in their support was Asmir Katica, who owns three of the 
trucks that park overnight, and employs their drivers. 

The acting chairman of the ZBA, Richard Maggi, told 
Beglane outright that “our zoning code prohibits this type 
of motor vehicle, commercial or otherwise, from being 
parked on a lot out in the open for hire.” But he said the 
purpose of Monday’s ZBA meeting was not to enforce this 
law, but only to address the cease-and-desist order. 

In November 2013, the ZBA heard from some of the 
neighbors of the property and from Dunkin’ Donuts, which 
leases part of that property. At that time, the neighbors 
asked whether trucks would be permitted on the site going 
forward. 

That meeting was continued until the following month. 
At the Dec. 9,2013, meeting, the ZBA approved the site plan 
for 385-389 Main St., with six conditions. One of these was 
that “there will be no overnight parking of tractor-trailers, 
especially in the right of way.” 

One year later, the town building inspector found the 
property owner to be violating this condition, and issued 
a cease-and-desist order — but named all three properties, 
even though the 2013 ZBA hearing had made no reference 
to 369 Main St.

O’Keefe said she has been following the 
design process and regularly attends Wal¬ 
nut Street Extension Advisory Committee 
meetings. 

At least one other local merchant, how¬ 
ever, likes what he sees. 

“I believe it could really help out,” said 
James Feeley, general manager of Aga¬ 
wam Bowl at 359-363 Walnut Street Ext. 
“We could use anything that may bring 
more people out to the area. We defi¬ 
nitely do need more parking out here.” 
Feeley said the current parking scene — 
with separate parking lots and driveways 
for the several stores and strip malls — can 
be cumbersome. 

“As far as the bowling alley goes, we 
need the parking spaces,” said Feeley. 
“There are not a lot of bowling alleys 
anymore, so people travel from a dis¬ 
tance to come here. When this place was 
first built, people usually walked here.” 
The proposed design would create public 
parking in place of the individual off-street 
lots. The public parking would allow for 
more overall spaces and would create ac¬ 
cess to a walking promenade for public 
use. That promenade would be decorated 
and include trees, park benches and other 
amenities. A bike path is also included in 
the plans. 

As for Games and Lanes, Mayor Richard 
Cohen said last week that he is working 
with a redevelopment company interested 
in purchasing the property. The previous 
owner spent more than $1 million on en¬ 
vironmental cleanup, Cohen said, and the 
prospective buyer estimates the site needs 
another $200,000 to $300,000. 

Grant application next 

Michelle Chase, head of the town’s En¬ 
gineering Department, is on the Advisory 
Committee and said the redevelopment 
will revitalize the neighborhood. 


“I think it’s really great,” said Chase. 
“This town needs a center and I think if we 
can provide a certain continuity to the area 
that it will draw out a lot of people.” 

From an engineering standpoint, Chase 
says the conceptual plan is very solid and she 
hopes a consultant can transform the plan 
into one that could qualify for grant funding. 
Prior to her retirement, Planning and Com¬ 
munity Development Director Deborah 
Dachos applied for a Downtown Initiative 
Grant that would pay for a consultant to 
create an engineering design. 

That design could then be used toward 
a MassWorks grant of up to $1 million, says 
PVPC Planner Chris Curtis, the chief plan¬ 
ner on the project. He added that it is still 
too early to put a price tag on the construc¬ 
tion. 

“Wearewaytooearlyintheprocesstopro- 
vide any kind of cost estimate,” he said. “We 
still need to get an engineer and get actual 
engineered drawings in order to start com¬ 
ing up with a cost estimate. Right now, we 
really cannot offer any type of an estimate.” 
According to the plan, the next steps are to 
continue the develop of the proposal by go¬ 
ing over finer details, such as park benches 
and dining areas that would be located 
in the pedestrian area. The town will also 
solicit feedback from stakeholders of the 
project, including MassWorks, and finalize 
the conceptual plan. 

Curtis says the town is waiting to hear 
whether they received the Downtown 
Initiative grant and also said a property 
owner’s meeting is taking place in the near 
future with property owner Larry White 
leading the group. 

“Larry is on our subcommittee,” said 
Curtis. “He’s going to hold a meeting among 
the property owners to gauge their support 
for the proposal, and he will bring feedback 
to us.” 

The feedback from the property owners 
could help guide the engineering plans. 

Curtis said the subcommittee is also

Team OMG completes rookie season 


Agawam Robotics’ FTC 90 Team OMG 
finished its rookie season after attend¬ 
ing the Massachusetts FTC State Cham¬ 
pionship tournament held at Natick High 
School on Feb. 28. Team OMG is an Aga¬ 
wam Robotics team consisting of students 
from Agawam High School and Junior High 
School.

are actually several FIRST competitions for 
various grade levels and seasons of the year; 
this particular discipline is the FRC, the FIRST 
Robotics Competition. 

On the team itself, the executive officers 
all have abbreviated titles, from the familiar 
CEO and CFO of the corporate world to a few 
more obscure titles. Billy Bessette, the student 
in charge of maintaining a safe work environ¬ 
ment, wears a reflective vest adorned with 
the letters DORM — “director of risk manage¬ 
ment.” 

Even the team name, which was originally 
a tribute to Rosie the Robot, the housemaid 
of television’s Jetson family, has been retroac¬ 
tively assigned an acrostic: Recognizing Out¬ 
standing Science Inspired Education. 

Agawam was one of only two Pioneer Val¬ 
ley teams on the floor at MassMutual. 

“We don’t have that many teams in West¬ 
ern Mass.,” acknowledged Bob Sobolewski, 
president and CEO of EBM-Papst in Farming- 
ton, Conn., and a member of FIRST’S national 
executive advisory board. “We want to get the 
Springfield kids to come by.” 

Dana Henry, a senior mentor for FIRST and 
an Agawam resident, agreed: “This is ‘build it 
and they will come.’” 

Even Agawam, which has had a team for 
14 years, took advantage of a tournament just 
over the bridge. About 100 middle school stu¬ 
dents from Roberta Doering School went on 
a field trip to watch a portion of the competi¬ 
tion on Friday and go on a tour of the pit area, 
guided by high schoolers. 

The New England FIRST Pioneer Val¬ 
ley District Event at the MassMutual Center 
featured 33 high school robotics teams from 
across the Northeast, including five of the New 
England states and one team from New Jersey. 
Each individual match divided six teams into 
two “alliances” of three each. In the qualifica¬ 
tion round, the alliances changed from match 
to match. After qualifications, the teams were 
sorted into playoff alliances, which faced off in 
a tournament bracket. 

In the 2015 challenge, “Recycle Rush,” ro¬ 
bots score points by stacking totes on scoring 
platforms, capping those stacks with recycling 
containers, and properly disposing of pool 
noodles, representing litter. In keeping with 
the recycling theme of the game, all game piec¬ 
es used are reusable or recyclable by teams in 
their home location or by FIRST at the end of 
the season. 

Agawam finished No. 15 in the qualifica¬ 
tion round. 

Each team’s on- and off-the-field perfor¬ 
mance at two district events will determine 
whether it qualifies for the district champion¬ 
ships next month at Worcester Polytechnic In¬ 
stitute. Winning teams in Worcester will qual¬ 
ify for the world championships, to be held in 
St. Louis, April 22-25.

New Brownies gain 
valuable experience

AGAWAM - The Agawam boys basket¬ 
ball team finished up a regular season in 
which they went 7-13. 

The Brownies would finish in fifth place 
in the Suburban League and find them¬ 
selves out of the playoff mix despite a 
stronger second half. 

Coach Dave Federico has been dealing 
with a bit of a power outage outside Tyler 
Desrosiers, who came up with 1,500 career 
points and graduated last year. Agawam 
has made the playoffs a couple of times, 
but has failed to get out of the first round. 

This year, Federico took a much differ¬ 
ent approach to rebuilding his squad after 
seeing Desrosiers and some other experi¬ 
enced seniors graduate and leave the team 
with fewer players that had seen real time 
on the varsity court. 

Federico brought up a lot of sopho¬ 
mores and a couple of freshmen acknowl¬ 
edging it was going to be a big rebuilding 
year for his team. 

“We had a lot of new guys coming up,” 
said Federico. “We had little varsity experi¬ 
ence, but there were a lot of guys who were 
energized with potential.” 

In several games toward the middle of 
the season, Federico utilized up to his en¬ 
tire roster, unusual for many high school 
basketball teams, and often changed out 
his entire lineup and replaced it with five 
new players. That was also a unique ap¬ 
proach. 

“Using 10 players allowed us to keep the 


guys fresh, and get everyone an opportu¬ 
nity to contribute,” said Federico of his ap¬ 
proach. 

He said everyone who was given an op¬ 
portunity to play on the varsity roster was 
able to make an impact on the floor and 
earned the time they spent out there. 

“The sophomores and juniors had to 
ability to play at that level and were con¬ 
tributing,” said Federico. “They also ma¬ 
tured throughout the season, and became 
leaders on the court.” 

The production even came from the 
freshmen players, John Wright and Myles 
Scott. Both were able to go out on the court 
and score points. Wright managed double¬ 
digits on a couple of occasions. Meesha 
Ohradka, a sophomore, also emerged as a 
huge scoring threat. He was adept at the 3- 
pointer, providing the Brownies with some 
good distance shooting at times. 

Federico said the team will have to get 
stronger and continue to develop next sea¬ 
son to make a tournament run. 

“This offseason, we are going to dedi¬ 
cated ourselves in the weight room getting 
stronger and on the court developing our 
games, he said. “We have a lot coming back 
next year, so that is promising as long as we 
fulfill our out of season obligations.” 

Maintaining motivation throughout the 
offseason and maintaining focus on our 
goals is always difficult. However, I believe 
this group has what it takes to make great 
strides and do well next year.” 

Agawam had a strong middle of the sea¬ 
son, but lost five of seven at the end to get 
eliminated from tournament contention.

“It was definitely different not having the whole team 
there to joke with and cheer me on, but I was really fortu¬ 
nate to have my two other captains Nick Hope and Nick 
Blais there to support me and share the experience with 
me even though they weren’t wrestling,” said Basile. 

Blais and Hope both competed in the state tournament 
after strong showings in Western Mass. Both, like Basile, 
also achieved their 100th wins during the season. 

Basile was the most recent 100-win wrestler for Aga¬ 
wam. Basile lost his entire sophomore year to a torn ACL 
suffered during a football game. Getting to 100 wins in 
three years was a great accomplishment. The injury also 
provided Basile with a lot of motivation. 

“I’ve kind of wrestled with a chip on my shoulder be¬ 
cause of the fact that I missed out on a year of wrestling 
and most of my opponents had not,” said Basile.

during the regular season. They outlasted a bracket that 
included Algonquin, which defeated Agawam during the 
regular season this year.

project topics: investigation of a scientific 
method, create an invention, or research a 
famous engineer or scientist. 

This was the second year Sarah Kriebel 
participated in the fair. Last year, as a kin¬ 
dergartener, she made a collection of but¬ 
terflies. This year, she decided on the moon 
project. 

“She wanted to learn more about the 
moon,” said her father, Jason Kriebel. 

He helped his daughter do research on 
the Internet and took photos of the moon 
to use on the display board, but Sarah did 
nearly all the project herself. That included 
building and painting a model of the Earth 
and the moon for the display. 

Sarah’s mother, Melissa Kriebel, called 
the science and engineering fair an “enrich¬ 
ing” experience that helps her daughter 
explore scientific topics. “My daughter has 
a love for learning. This project gave her 
the chance to explore a scientific topic and 
learn more about it.” 

Added Sarah, “I like science because you 
can learn about nature and other things.” 

Enhancing science skills 

Tammy Rumplik, a STEM (science, 
technology, engineering, math) teacher at 
Granger and Clark elementary schools, has 
organized the science and engineering fair 
at both schools for several years. The Clark 
fair was held March 11. 

She said the projects help kids enhance 
their science learning skills. ”My ultimate 
goal is to inspire and excite students. I want 
to instill a love of learning — and hopefully 
a lifelong curiosity — about the sciences 
and engineering.” 

Rumplik said while a “traditional” sci¬ 
ence fair may not include kindergarteners 
or first graders, she designed age-appropri¬ 
ate projects so all students at both schools 
could participate if they wanted. 

“I like to break tradition a little and think 
outside the box,” she said. 

She added that there’s been an increased 


emphasis put on the engineering aspect of 
the science fair during the past five years: 
“This is where many of the high-paying ca¬ 
reers are in the STEM fields.” 

Two future engineers may be fourth 
graders Zachary Hurley and Tony Peber¬ 
zani. The 10-year-olds built a large wooden 
roller coaster out of some bookshelves to 
demonstrate the effects of friction. Mar¬ 
bles placed at the top of the display trav¬ 
eled through clear plastic tubing placed at 
various level, taking twists and turns before 
reaching bottom. 

“The heavier the marble, the more fric¬ 
tion, the faster the marbles go,” explained 
Tony. 

Added Zachary, “I like roller coasters 
and saw another student do this project at 
last year’s fair.” 

Anthony Peberzani said he was im¬ 
pressed with his son’s project: “It’s a good 
idea and kid-friendly.” 

Kevin Hurley said he and Pebnerzani 
brainstormed with their sons about the 
project that took three days to build. 

“It came together level by level. We kept 
adjusting it, making it longer, better, or 
faster,” said Hurley. 

Rumplik said students aren’t graded 
and don’t receive any extra credit for their 
voluntary participation in the fair. 

“This is all extra work above and beyond 
their regular school day,” she said. 

Astronaut, tarnished pennies 

Fourth grader Ava Levesque won an 
award for her inventor or scientist project 
that displayed her research about one of 
her heroes: the late astronaut and astro¬ 
physicist Sally Ride. 

“She’s the first American woman in 
space — that’s pretty cool,” said the 10-year 
old. 

Ava, who has numerous books about 
Ride, is thinking about becoming an astro¬ 
naut one day. Although Ava already knew 
much about Ride, she learned even more 
through her research. 

“She had many accomplishments,” Ava

said. “She was a top-ranked tennis player 
before she became an astronaut and was 
inducted into the National Women’s Hall of 
Fame and the California Hall of Fame.”
